There 
is still the A* m arital deduction for either the husband or

but the specific exemption is $60,000 In case there is no 
surviving spouse, only $60,000 can be tax free This would in­ 
clude fa rm e rs’ sons who wish to keep the land This change in 
the law is important to a d farm families in America The $60,000 
exemption was set in 1942. This should be changed to reflect 
inflation and the current value of land Since this i$ an election 
year, it is the perfect tim e to call attention to this Bill and see 
that a tax reform is passed Protect our Rush County family 
farms!

Dueling Laws 


JO E DELGATTO 
LAI RA B R E TT 
Recently Governor Bowen signed into law a 
bill revamping the state's crim inal laws 
despite complaints from Attorney General 
Sendak that the m easure contained gaping 
loopholes One of Send aks objections to the 
new crim e code was that it eliminated the 
prohibition against dueling Such a statement 
brings a sm ile to the face for dueling is 
considered an obsolete and virtually non­ 
existent thing 
Yet the fascination of the 
subject rem ains and the sinister phrase, 
"P isto ls for two and coffee for one." still 
sends a shudder down the spine 
Public opinion probably had more to do 
with the death of the practice of dueling than 
all the laws enacted against it, for as one 
Senator 
put 
it. 
“Dueling 
is 
like getting 
m arried The more barriers erected against 
it. the surer are the interested parties to come 
together ’’ For nearly three quarters of the 
last century a large portion of our population 
acted as if they agreed with that sentiment 
The 
duel 
was 
enthusiastically 
practiced 
though most states had enacted laws against 
it Persons found guilty of breaking such laws 
were to be deprived of political rights such as 
the right to vote and to hold public office 
Persons killed in duels were not to be given 
Christian burial, but were to have their bodies 
given to medical colleges for ‘'anatom ical 
dem onstrations.” 
Still the custom flourished with no more 
than one out of a thousand duels being 
followed by prosecution Even in those cases 
few juries brought verdicts of guilty, for it 
was 
a 
practice 
that 
grew 
out 
of 
the 
widespread belief that God settled once and 
for all who was right and who was wrong 
Duelists themselves included all sorts of 
government officials from Attorney Generals" 
and Governors to Vice Presidents and future 
Presidents Groups which seemed to attract 
duels the way blue serge suits attracted lint 
were 
politicians, 
editors 
of 
newspapers, 
m ilitary men and doctors One editor posted a 
sign on his door: Subscriptions received from 
9-4, challenges from 11-12 only. A man had to 
have some time to write! 
The first recorded duel fought in America 
was in Plymouth. Massachusets in the year of 
1621 It took place between two servants who 
were severely punished, not for dueling, but 
for 
daring 
to 
behave 
like 
gentlemen 
However, in colonial days there were few 
duels 
People were too busy fighting the 
elements and the Indians to be overly con­ 
cerned with whether or not their honor had 
been questioned 
In the eighteen hundreds 
when life becam e a hit easier, people could he 
concerned with such niceties and the custom 
flourished. Until after the Civil War the duel 
was by far the commonest way of settling 
personal arguments 
Lawsuits were also 
popular hut they were reserved for m atters 
concerning money and property 
During the Civil War intensely divided 
loyalties brought on many a challenge be 
tween Republican and Democrat lawmaker 
The Indiana House was obliged to pass a 
resolution threatening to expel! any members 
giving or accepting a challenge to a duel A 
few days later G C Moody, an intensely loyal 
Union man representing Jasper and Pulaski 
Counties issued a challenge to pro-Southern 
Horace Heffron, a large, overhearing man 
rep resen tin g H arrison and W ashington 
Counties. They repaired w ith their seconds to 


a secluded spot near Covington, Kentucky but 
could not agree on choice of weapons and 
were prevailed upon to settle the argument 
peacefully, only to find them selves arrested 
by the sheriff of Campbell County, Kentucky 


for disturbing the peace The Indiana House 
considered a proposal to oust them but no 
action was ever taken on the m atter. Both 
men later becam e Union Colonels but Heffron 
resigned his commission to become active in 
the Knights of the Golden Circle and w as later 
arrested and tried for treason 
Among other well known Indiana publicans 
who were hot tempered and want to challenge 
those who opposed them were the Bright 
brothers of Madison Jesse I)., who was a U S 
Senator, and Michael G who was a successful 
lawyer, were often in the'm idst of political 
confrontations. Most of these quarrels cen 


tered over the Madison and Indianapolis 
Railroad, whether it should be state ow ned n 
privately controlled Jesse, who was for state 
ownership, argued with Judge M arshall over 
the issue to the point of challenging the Judge 
to a duel 
The two journeyed to Louisville 
where friends interceded 
The two shook 
hands but never spoke to one another again 


Over the sam e issue, 
brother Michael 
challenged future Governor of Ohio, John 
Brough to a duel 
Brough, who was then 
President of the M & I, chose to fight with a 
full page ad in a newspaper Bright declined 
to fight on such i^ ie ld and the m atter ended 
The practice of taking out such newspapers 
ads was a purely A m fffcan one that began in 
1807 when General Jam es Wilkerson, who had 
issued a challenge to Senator John Randolph. 
was told that he was no gentleman and 
Randolph could not descend to Wilkerson's 
level Wilkerson then posted notices in all the 
newspapers declaring Randolph a coward 
and daring him to "rise to Wilkerson s level 
and act like a m an.” This practice was 
thereafter known as "Posting " Strangely 
enough, the violent Randolph had issued 
many 
challenges 
himself, 
among 
those 
challenged were Henry Clay who accepted 
and Daniel W ebster who did not. 
The challenge issued 
by 
Wilkerson 
to 
Randolph grew out of one of the most famous 
duels of all time - that of Vice President Aaron 
B u rr with C abinet m em ber A lexand er 
H am ilton 
B u rr 
killed 
H am ilton 
in 
Weehauken, New Jersey on July ll, 1804 
Though he was indicted for murder in New 
York he was never brought to trial on the 
charge and probably could not have been 
convicted even if tried, for the duel took place 
in a different state One of the little known 
facts of history is that future President 
Monroe had challenged Hamilton to a duel at 
an earlier date This duel was prevented by 
Monroe’s second, Aaron Burr 
Almost as 
famous was a duel fought two years later b> 
future President Andrew Jackson when he 
killed a man named Dickerson for insulting 
his wife, Rachel. 
It was not uncommon for one duel to grow 
out of another for though the practice was 
common, few could agree on the actual rules 
The code was varied and argum ents over 
procedure often led to the issuing of a second 
challenge To help prevent this, hooks were 
published on the subject 
One, “The Only 
Approved Guide to All the Stages of a 
Q uarrel,” published in london in 1829, was 
often used to settle such disputes. Only one 
rule seem ed universal 
It was a gam e for 
gentlemen only. When two women decided to 
settle their quarrel in such a m anner they 
were at once arrested and fined for daring to 
trespass in a m an’s world Two such ladies 
were told by a judge to stick to their natural 
weapons, “ injuries by intrigue and slander, 
whose edge is sharper than the sw ord.” 
In the end, it was laughter and ridicule that 
brought on the demise of the duel Wits, when 
challenged, found all sorts of ways to make 
the 
p ra c tic e 
look 
rid icu lous. 
Ju d ge 
Breckenridge, father of Vice President John 
( ’., answered a challenge this way: I do not 
see what good it would do me to put a bullet 
through any part of your body I could make 
no use of you when dead for any culinary 
purpose as I could a rabbit or turkey. Though 
your flesh might he delicate and tender, yet it 
wants that firmness and consistency which 


takes and retains salt 
You might made a 
good barbecue, it is true, being of the nature 
of a raccoon or opposum, but people are not in 
the habit of barbecuing anything human now 
As to your hide, it is not worth taking off If 
you want to try your pistols, take some object 
a tree or a barn door 
about my size and if 
you hit that, send me word 
I shall then 
acknowledge that if I had been in the sam e 
place, you would have killed me iii a duel 
Common sense also played its part in killing 
the duel One famous duelist summed up the 
whole 
situation 
neatly 
when 
he 
told 
a 
challenger, “ Put up your sword, you fool. If 


you kill m e you will not sm ell any better If I 
kill you you will smell a dammed sigru 
w orse.” So, in spite of the Attorney G eneral’s 
fears, I seriously doubt that the duel will 
replace the lawsuit in the near future 


The Popu lation R eferen ce B ureau of

m etals in the United States. 
Chromium is a notable exam ple, but it is 
not the only problem 
“We now have to import most of our 
nickel, tin, zinc and cadmium and the way 
things are going, the Russians and their 
friends are trying to put us in a box and 
deprive us of many of the world's supplies of 
these m etals,” said Dr Charles P Covino, 
president 
of 
General 
Magnaplate 
Corp., 
Linden, N J 
He said it is up to American technology to 
find ways to substitute for these m etals and 
ways to m ake supplies spread further and 
last 
much 
longer 
while 
the 
country's 
diplomats seek to thwart the foreign efforts 
“to put us in a box,” 
One 
way 
of 
easing 
the 
problem, 
he 
suggested, is by treating components made 
of plastics and m etals such as iron, steel, 
aluminum, bronze and magnesium, which 
are relatively plentiful, so they can do the 
work of scarce m etals 
In a recent speech before a joint meeting 
of the American Electroplaters Society and 
the American Society of Metals at Irvington, 
N J ., Covino said unless American industry 
solves the problem of what to do about 
m etals 
that

industry 
He said past social problems will seem 
trivial compared to the problems that could 
develop because of metal shortages. 
Covino said his view that other nations are

observations during recent trips to Europe, 
including the Soviet Union, and to Japan He 
said he found the Russians trying to get 
American technology on 
m etallurgy 
and 
give nothing in return 


"We need to spend a lot more money on 
research in m etallurgy,” he said 
His own firm is a pioneer in the use of 
synergistic

resistance,

and lubricity to make m etals last longer and 
to m ake it 
possible to substitute lesser

"What you 
need is character We are not
